fluoro phenyl group; a 2-cyano phenyl group; a 1-naphthyl group; or a C 6 F 5 group. 

Claim 45. (Previously Added) A fungicidal composition comprising a fungicidally effective amount 
of the compound of claim 43 and a fungicidally acceptable carrier or diluent thereof. 

Claim 46. (Currently Amended) A method of combating fungi comprising applying to a plant, to a 
seed of a plant or to s a locus of a plant or a seed a fungicidally effective amount of the compound 
of claim 43.
